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1. The 5th Artillery Regiment in Ceske Budejovice is suhordinate to the 1st Rifle 
Division in Ceake Budejovice* The regiment numbers about 1,200 - 1,A00 enlisted 
men and 103 officers* The regiment is quartered at the village of Ctyrl Dvoiy 
on the northwest outskirts of Ceske Budejovice*

3» The 8 ^ve data refer to the old type of organization; a reorganization steLrted taking 
place from I 955 onwards* Under the new organization, which concerned all the 
armed forces, the regiment was to have 5 ^ - 72 new 65 -<milllmeter guns, a new 
production of the K,Yo Voroshilov Works in Dubnlca nad Vahom* The following 
changes had already taken place by the fall of I 956 : 


a* One member of the gun crew was dropped out; thus the crew was reduced to one 
NCO and four men* 

h* The number of reconnaissance personnel, range finders, and signallers was 
cQjisiderablj^ increased in proportion to the tetal number of gun crews* 
c* New towing trucks of the type V-'3*S substantially shortened the time required 
to get the guns into the firing position. 

d* Batteries will have 6*6 guns> battalions id * 24 guns and the whole regiment 
54-72 guns. 
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4. ^ng the reasons for th^organlMitlon aeatloaed in the JtCO scshooJ,, It was stated 
that artillery battalions would m loager be alloyed indlvidualljr for firing, but 
so-called "ramparts of fire" would be used. The new organlnntlon Is to heirin the 
concentration of artilleiy fire. In spite of this enplanation, it was 
thou^t among the RC0 *b that the new arganination was brought about by the shortage 
of officers. For Instance, in the 5th Artillery RetfLnent sore than half of the 
functions Intended for officers were oca^led by KCO^s* It was openly stated in 
political lectures that only those who could be counted on as politically reliable 
were to be promoted as new officers, althou^^ It was unfortunately necessary to 
retain older officers for whodi there was ff^”^ the present no substitute in sone 
p^lt ions, but as soon a r^lac^ient was found, th^ would be retired* The political 
offixer stated also that what the regime needed were capable and enperieneed officers 
who would in the event of a conflict turn their weapons even against their own men* 
Hence many positions were held by officers who were absolutely lachlng in ability 
but who were politically dependable froa the regl»»e point of view* 

Training in future is to be oriented chiefly towards the possibility of atomic and 
bacteriological warfare.
